The Liberals are out and the election is or 
Canadians will go to the polls to elect a new 
federal government, probably July 8, following the 
downfall of Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau’s 
minority Liberal government Wednesday in the 
Commons. 

Conservative and New 
Democratic Party members 
ganged up to topple the 
Liberals over Finance 
Minister John Turner’s 
budget proposals, outlined 
Monday. The margin was 137 
to 123.' 

It marked the first time in 
Canadian history a govern¬ 
ment was brought down over 
a budget and ended 18 months 
of minority rule by Trudeau 

The prime minister said he 
will ask Gov.-Gen Jules 
Leger today to dissolve 
Parliament and clear the way 
for a July 8 election 

Leger could ask Conser¬ 
vative leader Robert Stanfield 
to form a government but he 
is unlikely to accept as the 
Conservatives already have 
said they want an election. 

The beginning of the end 
came when the Conservatives 
presented an amendment to 
the budget: 

‘This house does not have 
confidence in the government 
by reason of its failure to

White cloud

BUYERS GET 
PROTECTION 


Canada’s most far-reaching 
consumer protection legisla¬ 
tion was introduced Wednes¬ 
day in the B C. Legislature. 

The Trade Practices Act. 
described by Consumer Ser¬ 
vices Minister Phyllis Young 
as “a charter for the fair 
deal.’ contains sweeping 
provisions to protect B.C. con¬ 
sumers from the pitfalls of 
the marketplace. 

Young told a press con¬ 
ference that honest and 
legitimate businesses would 
welcome the legislation. 

She said the act will give 
consumers a break in their 
dealings with some health 
spas, dance studios, computer 
dating services, charter 
travel firms, shady second 
mortgage companies, televi¬ 
sion and car repair firms, 
itinerant magazine sales 
schemes, used car companies 
and foreign real estate 
promoters. 


The act not only gives con¬ 
sumers the right to sue in¬ 
dividuals or firms in cases of 
unfair trade practices, but 
authorizes the Consumer Ser¬ 
vices Department to seek 
redress in the courts on behalf 
of consumers 

Under the legislation, the 
department may mediate a 
dispute between a company 
and a consumer or group of 
consumers. The department 
may warn the company to 
stop its unfair trade practices 
and request that consumers 
be reimbursed for financial 
losses. 

If the firm fails to comply 
with the department's request 
for voluntary restraint, the 
department may take the 
company to court. 

Maximum fines are set at 
$5,000 for individuals and 
$100,000 for corporations

16 reasons 
for his plea 


The father of a teen ager 
facing sentence this week in 
Victoria had 16 good reasons 
for asking that his son be sent 
to New Haven correctional 
centre in Burnaby — he had 
helped 15 boys in the centre 
and he had been there himself. 

The 15-year-old son was 
transferred last Friday to the 
adult Victoria provincial court 
from juvenile court and 
pleaded guilty before Judge 
William Ostler to one count of 
dangerous driving, two of car 
theft and two lesser counts. 


The driving count and one of 
the car thefts resulted from a 
March 19 incident which saw a 
stolen car chased from Vic¬ 
toria to the Sooke area — a 
chase in which no one was 
hurt but the stolen car and a 
police vehicle were destroyed. 

Tuesday, the father took the 
stand to say he was a suc¬ 
cessful businessman who used 
to have his own company. For 
nine years, he said, he worked 
with a Borstal association in 
attempts to rehabilitate boys 
sentenced to New Haven. 


The father said 15 “are still 
on the streets” and only one of 
the 16 boys referred to him in 
the nine years “went sour.” 

He added the family has 
“been through every facility 
the juvenile authorities have 
to offer in this province” and 
now both parents and son 
agreed New Haven was the 
place “where he can get the 
help he needs.” 

Defence lawyer Michael 
Hutchison indicated juvenile 
court Judge Harold Alder 
approved the boy's transfer to 


adult court because of the lack 
of facilities at the juvenile 
level. 

Hutchison said present 
juvenile facilities, “since the 
abolition of training schools, 
all jely on self-control, which 
this boy doesn’t have. He 
to this court literally begging 


Other sources disclosed the 
father became both a suc¬ 
cessful businessman and 
helper of New Haven boys 


after spending some time at 
the institution himself. 

Ostler sentenced the boy to 
six months definite at New 
Haven and one year in¬ 
determinate, saying he would 
get "intensive guidance and 
treatment in a setting of 
discipline and control.” 

Canadian law prevents 
newspapers from printing 
anything that would indicate 
the identity of a 15-year-old 
raised to adult court, in 
eluding ev ent the nature of the 
father’s business.

COLUMNIST’S CORNER 


The question most asked of columnists is, ‘‘Where do you 
get your ideas?” It is, at any rate, by the finer type of reader. 
The others are more apt to ask, “Why don’t you get more and 
better ideas?” 

There seems to be a popular notion that columnists sit down 
at the start of their working day (usually right after afternoon 
tea), say to themselves, “What’ll I be brilliant about today?” 
and go right at it, clippity-clip. This does happen, of course. I 
remember doing it one day in 1952 or perhaps '53. But usually it 
doesn’t work quite that way. 

The fact is, it is very rare to be hit on the head with an idea. 
Usually an idea originates as an eeny-weeny, forlorn little thing 
that just lies there, gestating and incubating for days or weeks 
or even years, growing slowly until it finally has two heads, 
three arms, one leg and a tail and you just have to destroy it by 
writing it. 

The actual arrangement or organizing of ideas is best done 
in solitude and there are many devices for this. 


Bill Mauldin, the cartoonist, examines his ideas while sit¬ 
ting in a bath tub full of hot water and celluloid ducks. He is not 
only the most brilliant, but the cleanest cartoonist in America. 

The late great Robert Benchley took an even bolder ap¬ 
proach by going to bed. He referred to this as being “on the 
track” or “storing up energy " In reality it was simply a way of 
isolating himself for the thinking process which, regrettably 
often, is necessary. 

Even in such privacy, of course, the idea must not be con¬ 
fronted too directly. Ideas are very sensitive to direct stares and 
will often run away frightened if met head-on. One must learn to 
put up a rather elaborate pretence of ignoring them. Celluloid 
ducks are handy for this. 

I have, myself, often gone directly from the tub to my 
typewriter without having once looked the idea squarely- in the 
eye, though I don’t recommend it. A fellow can catch an awful 
cold, wet and naked like that. 

Ideas are often submitted from outside sources, but since

make writer's day complete 


most columnists are determinedly autobiographical they 
seldom respond with alacrity or even common decency to such 
suggestions, even good ones. 

It may take as long as a week for a columnist to begin 
thinking of it as his very own idea, at which point he may do 
something about it. 

The reason for this is that columnists are suspicious of any 
idea in which they’re not emotionally involved. They must bring 
themselves to some pitch of anger or delight or hate or love 
before they feel that they have something worth saying. 

In my own case if I am writing anything at all that is 
denunciatory I can be sure of ruining everyone’s day. My wife is 
always telling the children, “Go to your rooms, children, your 
father is being trenchant today.” The little beggars disappear 
mighty fast I can tell you. 

As the years go by you find yourself thinking of ideas not so 
much as wind-tremors on the brain, but in actual forms or 
shapes. 


Sometimes, for example, you will have great, hairy, red¬ 
eyed, slavering ideas, marauding around in your head, their 
hirsute arms dangling around their ankles, dangerous, un¬ 
tamable and quite upsetting and at other times you will have 
light, elfin ideas, stuffed with confetti and bon-bons, hippity¬ 
hopping or even floating about, slender, fragile and quite liable 
to disappear entirely if you pay too much attention to them. 

The kind of ideas I hate most take the form of a vast number 
of neat, interlocking boxes, rather like a nightmarish Chinese 
puzzle in which each little cube must be precisely fitted to make 
the whole structure. 

It is not very often that this can be done without one crucial 
piece being left over which you then try to wedge in by sheer 
brutal force so that the whole thing comes to pieces. Every 
columnist knows that one. 

Indeed, I think I may speak for them all when I say that it 
isn’t where you get the ideas that presents the problem, but how 
to live with them one* they’ve taken up residence.

Savvy for export? 


The following is one of a series of articles of personal 

opinion by an Express Staff writer. The views expressed

Opposition members have talked a great deal in recent 
months about the fear and hysteria rampant in the province 
because of the socialist hordes in Victoria. 

Social Credit MLAs have lead the way with tales of “the 
little people” literally quivering in fear of “big brother 
government” depriving citizens of their basic rights and 
freedoms. 

But the official opposition have never told us why a climate 
of fear has developed and why they are responsible for it. 

An excellent example of how they have helped it to grow 
was released in the press last week in the form of an official 
statement from the leader of the opposition. It was Bill Ben¬ 
nett’s hysterical reaction to the new Public Officials and Em¬ 
ployees Disclosure Act. 

Bennett called the bill the “most dangerous’’ legislation 
introduced by the NDP and said it is “an affront to all the 
principles of freedom in B.C.” 

Already, municipal politicians are announcing they will 
resign rather than face an invasion of their personal business. 

But how many of those politicians actually know what is in 
the bill? How many have read the legislation? 

Certainly Bennett had not read the bill when he made his 
loud pronouncements. 

The legislation is a piece of “sunshine” legislation long 
overdue in B.C. and hardly a new concept in North America. 

It establishes the principle that those who wish to serve in 
public office must disclose their financial holdings in the in¬ 
terest of public confidence. 

After Watergate, it hardly seems unreasonable to insist that 
the right to hold office be accompanied with responsibility for 
giving up certain rights granted the private citizen. 

The new legislation, introduced last week, both waters down 
and improves the original disclosure act, introduced a year ago 


and then withdrawn after protests, for further consideration. 

Two important changes have been made in the bill and those 
amendments should calm the fears of any responsible 
politician. 

Only the holdings of an official or his trustee must be 
disclosed under the new legislation. Holdings of a spouse and 
children need not be revealed unless the official stands to 
benefit from those interests. 

The previous bill was understandably repugnant to spouses 
who insisted they had legitimate financial holdings of their own, 
and the change constitutes a basic civil liberty. 

The nature of disclosures are also changed in the new bill so 
that only the names of businesses in which the official holds a 
share, the names of businesses which have paid him 
renumeration, and the names of creditors have to be revealed. 

The original bill would have gone far beyond this, requiring 
full description of the nature of each financial interest. 

Bennett and other opposition members have complained 
that anyone will have access to the disclosure — even the public. 

But the written disclosures will not likely give any in¬ 
dication of worth since only names of businesses must be 
revealed — not the extent or kind of interest. 

Disclosure has no meaning unless the public has access to it. 

Bennett said the bill “totally destroys individual privacy 
and the privacy, as well, of his family.” Could he have possibly 
read the legislation? It specifically omits any reference to 
holdings by family members. 

Disclosure of business names, moreover, is hardly an in¬ 
vasion of privacy. 

Bennett went on to say the bill will allow the government to 
harass public employees and elected officials, and, he con¬ 
cludes, “the only escape from the NDP bill is through death.” 

It’s nonsense and irresponsible politicking which will only 
add to the irrational fears the opposition has encouraged around 
the province. There is ample scope to criticize the NDP ad¬ 
ministration and it’s time the official opposition accepted 
responsibility for doing that job constructively.

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'I just stabbed somebody. • / court told 


The woman accused of 
tempting to murder a man 
in James Bay Jan. 27 told a 
taxi driver she had stabbed 
and killed somebody, ac¬ 
cording to evidence at a B.C. 
Supreme Court trial this 
week. 

Loretta Claire Crocker, 19, 
of 3440 Whittier Avenue, 


charged with the attempted 
murder of William Arthur 
Rees, 30, of 110 Medana 
Street, got into a Blue Bird 
cab on Medana Street, taxi 
driver Stephen Strzelecki 
testified, and said: “I can’t 
stay here, I gotta get out of 
here.” 

Strzelecki said Miss 


Crocker added: “I just 
stabbed somebody, I just 
killed somebody.” 

Constable Ole Jorgensen 
told Mr. Justice Douglas 
Andrews and the jury that 
when he approached the taxi 
about 2:20 a m. he saw Miss 
Crocker inside and asked: 
“What’s the problem 
Loretta?” 


Miss Crocker, Jorgensen 
said, replied: “I just stabbed 
a man, I think he’s dead.” / 
Jorgensen took a knife away 
from Miss Crocker. 

Miss Crocker, sitting in a 
police cruiser, pointed to the 
house — 110 Medana Street — 
when asked which house she 
had been in that evening, 
Jorgensen said. 


‘‘I was upstairs in that 
house with Bill Rees,” the 
policeman testified Miss 
Crocker said. 

Miss Crocker could not 
remember, according to 
Jorgensen, when asked if Bill 
Rees was the man she had 
stabbed. 

Rees, who spent 26 days in 


hospital recovering from two 
cuts in his stomach told the 
court he had returned to his 
home with Miss Crocker after 
having drinks in downtown 
Victoria, and then, after 
pouring two drinks in his 
home, told Miss Crocker he 
was going to bed. 

He said he told Miss 


Crocker that she could sleep 
on the living room chester¬ 
field, in a spare bedroom or go 
home. 

Rees said Miss Crocker then 
told him to lean back on the 
chesterfield so that she could 
massage his neck. 

Then, Rees said, ”1 felt as if 


she hit me,” and Miss Crocker 
“went running out the door.” 

Asked by prosecutor Alan 
Bigelow if he could think why 
Miss Crocker acted the way 
she did, Rees replied: “No, I 
can’t think of anything at all.”

Esquimalt council held the 
line on mill rate increases this 
year, standing firm at last 
year's rate of 42 mills in a 
$4,250,000 budget approved 
this week. 

Municipal treasurer Peter 
Cairns said that an additional 
tax removal and resource 
grant announced by the 
province this year should 
amply cover a 2.5 school 
board mill rate increase. 

He said increased revenue 
from last year’s $3,600,000 
budget would be provided by 
commercial and industrial 
assessment hikes. 


SAANICH APPEAL 

Sewer charge eyed 


Saanich is not liable for 
additional expenses which 
resulted from unexpected 
difficulties during the con¬ 
struction of a 3,500-foot sewer 
line in November, 1970, B.C. 
Court of Appeals was told this 
week. 

The case, heard in Victoria 
by Chief Justice John Farris, 
Mr. Justice Alexander 
Robertson and Mr. Justice 
Peter Seaton, was an appeal 
against a B.C. Supreme Court 
order for Saanich to pay a 
$58,000 arbitration award to G. 
H. Wheaton Construction Ltd. 

After a day and a half of 
argument between Wheaton’s 
lawyer, Rodney Taylor, and 
Louis Lindholm, representing 
Saanich, judgment was 
reserved. 

Under the terms of the 
contract, Wheaton was to 
construct tAe pipeline in an 
area known as the Douglas 
flats for $74,000 Three 20-foot 
test holes drilled along the 


route by Saanich before 
tenders were invited indicated 
the contractor could expect to 
be working with firm grey 
clay. 

However, after the work 
began, soft blue clay was 
encountered which caused 
additional expenses for 
Wheaton. 

A five-day arbitration 
hearing was held and the 
board awarded $58,000 to 
Wheaton. Saanich appealed to 
B.C. Supreme Court to have 
the award set aside but Mr. 
Justice Alan Macfarlane 
ordered the arbitration 
board’s decision to stand. 

Lindholm argued in the 
appeal court that the test 
holes were drilled simply fo 
assist the contractor in 
preparing a tender and could 
not “possibly represent” the 
subsoil conditions along the 
entire pipeline route. 

The information derived 
from the test holes could not 


be considered a “warranty,” 
said Lindholm, and “if there’s 
no warranty, there’s no 
damages.” 

There must be “express 
language” in the contract to 
guarantee the contractor will 
not encounter unforseen 
difficulties, he said, adding 
there was no such language in 
the contract. 

A clause in the contract 
allowed the contractor to 
rescind the contract if 
Wheaton informed Saanich of 
unexpected difficulties within 
24 hours of the time they were 
encountered, he said. 

Wheaton discovered the soft 
blue clay shortly after the 
work began but completed the 
work and then launched a 
claim for damages, Lindholm 
said. 

Taylor agreed Wheaton 
could have notified Saanich in 
writing of the difficulties 
within 24 hours but “when 
they first hit the soft blue clay 


they didn't know how tong 
they were going to be into it.” 

Wheaton is a reputable local 
contractor and has done a 
great deal of municipal work 
in the past, Taylor said, and 
its reputation could have been 
damaged by rescinding the 
contract shortly after the 
outset of the WQrk. 

The three tests, prepared by 
a soil consultant, were “fairly 
equally divided” along the 
pipeline route, all tests 
showed firm grey clay, and 
the general terrain of the area 
was the same, he said. 

The information supplied by 1 
Saanich was considered! 
reliable by Wheaton, he said, 
and there was no need for the 
contractor to conduct further 
tests. 

Taylor asked the court to 
uphold the Supreme Court 
decision which was based on 
all of the surrounding cir¬ 
cumstances and not just the 
language in the contract.

Report frowns 
on apartment 
conversions 


Conversion of apartment 
houses to condominiums 
should be forbidden when 
Greater Victoria vacancy 
rates are below 3 per cent, 
says a report presented to the 
intermunicipal committee 
Tuesday. 

With vacancy rates 
currently below l per cent, 
that could stop all conversions 
in the Victoria area 

“In the present cir¬ 
cumstances, insufficient 
rental units are being built 
and some 700 units have been 
converted to condominiums,” 
said the report, prepared for 
the committee by a special 
committee headed by Oak 
Bay engineer Geoff White. 

The report is to give 
guidelines to local 
municipalities preparing 
conversion regulations, so 
that regulations will be 
similar or identical in the 
municipalities. 


“Hopefully they’ll all come 
out with the same bylaws,*’ 
said Esquimalt Aid. Ken Hill. 

The report also recom¬ 
mends : 

—That anyone applying for 
a strata title to build a con¬ 
dominium or create one by 
conversion submit a full 
prospectus outlining the plans 
for the building. 

—That the applicant also 
submit a declaration by an 
engineer or architect that the 
building is structually sound. 

—That the owner must give 
four months’ written notice to 
tenants of his plan to convert 
to a condominium. 

—That a minimum of 30 per 
cent of the site of a new 
condominium be landscaped, 
not the current 25 per cent 
minimum.. 


—That the applicant submit 
a list of tenants supporting 
and opposing the conversion. 

The recommendations are 
in some respects not as tough 
as current Oak Bay con¬ 
version guidelines, which

IMPEACHMENT: 


It's a question of loyalties 


WASHINGTON — When the 
U S. House judiciary com¬ 
mittee asked tor 42 tape 
recordings of presidential 
conversations relating to the 
Watergate affair, the White 
House refused. 

Instead, President Richard 
Nixon released 1,200 pages of 
edited transcripts of the tapes. 

Not satisfied with the 
transcripts, the judiciary 
committee appears on the 
verge of impeaching Nixon in 
order to get the actual tape 
recordings. 

Even so, The New York 
Times calls the transcripts 
"the most damaging and self- 
incriminating document ever 
published by an American 
president.” 

Anyone reading excerpts 
from the transcripts of the 
March 21, 1973, meeting 

between Nixon, John Dean 
and H.R. Haldeman would 
probably agree. 

"These White House con¬ 
versations are almost beyond 
belief," says The Times. "In 
general, they read like the 
conspiracy of devious and 
trapped men, trying to save 
their jobs even at the expense 
of their honor." 

A damning comment, to be 
sure, even in the light of the 
running feud between the 
Nixon administration and the 
media. The Times and 
Washington Post have been 
favorite targets since The 
Post won a Pulitzer prize for 
exposing the Watergate 
break-in a year ago. 

But, of course, Watergate 
has transcended the White 
House-media squabble and 
The Times raises a valid point 
when it asks why Nixon 
decided to release the tran¬ 
scripts. He could, after all. 
simply have refused to turn 
over any material and the end 
result would probably have 
been the same — im¬ 
peachment. 

There are a variety of 
reasons for releasing the 
transcripts. The obvious one is 
to avoid - impeachment, 
although there is some doubt 
that Nixon has accomplished 
this. 

It is also clear that 
Republican leaders in 
Congress told the ad¬ 
ministration to release them. 
Something had to be done to 
stop the party from crumbling 
completely, particularly in 
the face of the approaching 
mid-term elections in 
November. 

Watergate has smeared the 
Republican image. Nixon’s 
tactics in releasing the

transcripts were designed to 
polish it up. The president’s 
first move was to go to the 
American public last week 
with a nationally televised 
explanation of the transcripts. 

That is as close as most 
Americans will come to first¬ 
hand knowledge of what they 
contain. Outside of the 
judiciary committee and the 
lawyers involved in 
Watergate, few will wade 
through 1,200 pages of printed 
conversations or even read 
lengthy excerpts in the press. 


It has been said that the best 
defence is a good offence. 
Having released the tran¬ 
scripts, Nixon has now taken 
the offensive against Dean, 
whose testimony before the 
televised Ervin Committee 
hearing on Watergate was the 
most damaging of all. 

The irony of this. The Times 
points out. is that while the 
edited transcripts reveal 
Nixon’s desire to evade the 
truth about Watergate, thus 
avoiding the political con¬ 
sequences, he is now 


screaming foul over Dean’s 
testimony and is, in effect, 
telling him not to lie. 

"The issue is now what the 
judiciary committee does 
about all this,” says The 
Times. “They have been 
saying that the tragedy of 
Watergate is that there was a 
confusion of loyalties in the 
White House. The president 
and his staff were more loyal 
to one another than they were 
to the constitution and to their 
oaths of office. 

“Now the same question is 
presented to the members of 
the house and senate. Where 
will their loyalties lie? To the 
evidence? To the facts? To the 
constitution? Or to their own 
re-election or party?” 

The likely answer, cynical 
as it may be, is that Republi¬ 
can members of the judiciary 
committee, house and senate 
will remain loyal to the ad¬ 
ministration as long as it does 
not tarnish their own political 
image. But if public opinion 
comes down hard enough 
against Nixon, the only man 
obliged to stay aboard a 
sinking ship is its captain.

OTTAWA - It was an 
election budget. 

In avoiding a direct con¬ 
frontation with the inflation 
problem in his federal budget 
speech to the Commons 
Monday night, Finance 
Minister John Turner instead 
elected to soothe the small 
taxpater and hit big business. 

There was no mention of 
wage and price controls, one 
the Conservative opposition 
demands. Nor was there 
mention of an excess profits 
tax and a six per cent mor¬ 
tgage rate on homes for low 
income earners, a demand by 
new Democratic Party leader 
David Lewis, for continued 
support of the minority 
Liberal government. 

Instead, Turner wiped out 
federal sales taxes on clothing 
and footwear and cut income 
taxes for those earning less 
than $15,000 a year. 

And he slapped increased 
levies on oil, gas and mineral 
companies and hiked taxes on 
the larger banks and trust 
companies Small 
businessmen, farmers and 
fishermen got a break, 
though. 

Turner expressed 
satisfaction with the shape of 


Canada's economy and 
forecast a real growth rate of 
five per cent in 1974-75, down 
about two per cent from last 
year. 

He proposed fighting in¬ 
flation by encouraging in¬ 
creased supplies, acting 


against high prices where 
practical and easing the strain 
of high prices on low income 
groups. 

But he had little hope that 
inflation would be beaten soon 
and admitted it would take 
time to bring down interest 
rates that he conceded were 
too high. 

Turner said the March oil 
agreement should keep 
Canadian prices at about 55 
per cent of world prices, 
assuring adequate supplies. 
Also helping to increase 
supplies, he claimed, were 
new measures to increase 
farm credit and a continuation 
of the tax decrease for 
manufacturing and 
processing industries. 

He also removed the tax on 


In addition to the 
elimination of clothing and 
footwear taxes, Turner’s 
budget attempted to combat 
high prices by eliminating 
taxes on buses purchased by 
municipalities for public 
transit and cutting the federal 
tax on bicycles. 


a range of construction 
equipment as well as federal 
sales taxes on materials used 
by municipalities in building 
water distribution systems. 

He dropped the provision 
permitting unused land costs 
to be charged against other 
income. 

Income tax relief came in 
the form of a proposed in¬ 
crease on the five per cent tax 
credit, which went into effect 
Jan. 1,1973, from a minimum 
of $100 to $150. 

For those earning up to 
$15,000 a year, taxes would be 
cut by as much as $50 with the 
greatest effect on the lower 
income groups. 

To stop the drain from 
people cashing in about $10.5 


billion worth of Canada 
Savings Bonds, and at the 
same time encourage saving, 
the budget proposed that the 
first $1,000 in interest earned 
from banks, trust companies 
and bonds would not be 
taxable. Turner also assured 
those now holding Canada 
Savings Bonds nine per cent 
on their money from now on if 
they held them to maturity. 

Instead of the six per cent 
mortgage rate demanded by 
the NDP, Turner proposed 
that all taxpayers 18 years of 
age and up would get a break 
in saving for a first home. 
They would be able to save 
$1,000 a year to a maximum 
lifetime amount of $10,000 to 
buy and furnish a home, and 
deduct this $1,000 annually 
from their taxable income. 

Big business was hit by a 
proposed temporary one-year 
surcharge of 10 per cent on 
corporate income. This, 
however, would not apply to 
small businesses, 
manufacturing and 
processing industries. 

Turner’s corporate taxes 
would hit oil and gas com¬ 
panies for about $410 million, 
financial institutions and 
mining companies for $40 
million each and the 10 per 
cent surcharge would amount 
to $150 million.

Duty-free limits hiked 


Canadian tourists were 
given an incentive by the 
federal government’s 
proposed budget to get out of 
the country. 

Vacationers returning to 
Canada after out-of-country 
visits of at least 48 hours, 
would be allowed to bring 
back $50 worth of duty-free 
goods every three months, 
instead of the $25 limit now in 
affect. 

With the Canadian dollar 
worth four per cent more than 


its American counterpart, 
tourists to the States can, in 
effect, bring back $52 worth of 
goods every three months. 

The annual exemption 
would be raised to $150 from 
$100 and would be available 
after a seven, rather than a 12- 
day absence. 

Exemptions of 25 per cent 
would be given on up to $150 
worth of goods brought back 
over and above the allowable 
$150 duty-free limit. 

A $10 automatic exemption 


on goods above the duty-free 
limit would also be given, a 
raise from $5. 

Finance Minister John 
Turner said the changes 
would benefit the “large and 
rapidly increasing’’ number 
of people travelling outside 
the country. The changes 
would also bring the Canadian 
duty-free limit into line with 
the American limit. 
Currently, an American 
travelling in Canada is 
allowed to bring back more 


goods than a Canadian 
travelling in the U.S. 

The changes would effect 
many B.C. residents going to 
Expo ’74 in Spokane, Wash., 
this year. 

Turner said all but 20 per 
cent of Canadians live within 
100 miles of the U.S. border 
and about 65 per cent of the 
more than $70 million worth of 
exempt purchases annually 
are made by travelling 
Canadians in the U.S.

Tax-free bid 
of interest 
to thrifty 

OTTAWA — In a move to 
encourage savings, the new 
federal budget provides for 
individuals to collect up to 
$1,000 a year in interest 
without paying tax on the 
money. 

The free tax ride is proposed 
for interest collected on such 
forms of savings as bank and 
trust deposits, mortgages, 
Canada Savings Bonds and 
other bonds. 

In addition to making the 
interest up to $1,000 non- 
taxable, the budget also 
provides for‘cash bonuses to 
be paid to Canada Savings 
Bond holders which would 
raise the yield at maturity to 
nine per cent. This bonus 
• would be considered as a 
capital gain for income tax 
purposes, which means only 
ene-half of it would be taxable.

Under existing legislation, 
mineral royalties could be 
continually increased until 
they soaked up all possible 
income tax, he said. 

But, added Macdonald, 
“there's no budget enacted 
and there are indications it 
never will be enacted. The 
budget may undergo some 
travail before it is enacted.” 

Housing Minister Lome 
Nicolson was more vocal in 
his reaction to the budget, 
calling it “a real slap in the 
face as far as housing was 
concerned.” 

The minister said he had 
hoped for a reduction in in¬ 
terest rates for non-profit and 
co-operative housing societies 
“to make it more realistic for 
these people to help them¬ 
selves.” 

Restoration of accelerated 
depreciation allowance for 
owners of apartment 
buildings and removal of the 
12 per cent sales tax on 
building materials were also 
hoped for, said Nicolson. 

He said the registered 
housing savings plan, to allow 
individuals tax-free savings 
for future purchase of a home, 
will probably take five to 10 
years to show any benefit. 

Opposition leader Bill 
Bennett said the budget does 
not deal effectively with in¬ 
flation or the drastic housing 
problems facing the country. 

He termed the increase in 
corporate taxes ‘‘very 
minimal” and said the sales 
tax on building materials 
should have been removed. 

Liberal leader David An¬ 
derson was not available for 
immediate reaction but 
Liberal Gordon Gibson (North 
Vancouver-Capilano) said the 
federal program to increase 
rebates of resource taxes to 
provinces should prompt B.C. 
to reconsider its proposed 
mineral royalty legislation. 

One of the reasons behind 
that legislation, he said, is to 


Mine closure threat 


In the wake of the budget 
proposals, mining industry 
spokesmen have warned that 
many mining companies face 
closure unless the federal and 
provincial governments reach 
a compromise on the sharing 
of taxation from mining. 

Executives criticized the 
proposal to disallow deduction 
of provincial royalties and 
taxes from taxable income of 
companies, and the govern¬ 


ment’s intention to advance 
its tax reform plans (for 
reduced depletion allowan¬ 
ces) from 1977 to 1974. 

Patrick M. Reynolds, 
president of Bethlehem 
Copper Corp. Ltd., said: “It 
wasn’t unexpected that Ot¬ 
tawa would move to stop our 
provincial government from 
reaching into the federal 
pocket but we, the mining 
companies, are caught in the 


middle. I wouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised if some mines had to 
close down.” 

But Reynolds said he 
believes a compromise will 
have to be reached between 
the two levels of government. 

“You can’t kill off an in¬ 
dustry that, for instance, 
accounts for half the traffic of 
the inland transportation 
industry. That in itself would 
bring a depression,” he ad¬ 
ded. 


A “nose-to-nose con¬ 
frontation” between the two 
governments was predicted 

by John R. Croll, Bralome 
Resources vice-president. “I 
hope there will be a com¬ 
promise and either the 
province will take something 

off the bottom or the federal 
government will recognize the 
effect of disallowing royalties 
as deductions,” he said.

Conservative leader Scott 
Wallace said he was shocked 
by the 26-per-cent increase in 
government spending, adding 
it will do nothing to help curb 
inflation. 


Wallace said he agreed with 
most of the government’s 
budget plans but they do not 
go far enough. 

The home ownership 
program is good, for example, 
he said, but should go further. 
Interest on home mortgages, 
he suggested, could also be 
made tax exempt. 

Increased taxes on cor¬ 
porations do not deal with the 
basic problem that consumers 
should not be overcharged by 
business in the first place, he 
said. 


Consumers shouldn’t hold 
their breath waiting for 
benefits from tax reductions 
on clothing, footwear and 
bicycles announced in the 
federal budget this week. 

Local merchants are 
skeptical the items will cost 
less. 

The removal of the 12 per 
cent sales tax on the items — 
to be offset by increased taxes 
on motorcycles, car gas- 
guzzlers and tobacco, wine 
and liquor — will only “lessen 
the inevitable increases in the 
price of clothes,” according to 
one retailer. 

Tom Thompsson, of W.&J. 
Wilson Clothiers Ltd., 
predicted the tax break would 
be absorbed before it reaches 
the consumer. 

“We’re facing 10 per cent 
increases per season from the 
manufacturers, so I don’t see 
how removing the tax can 
make much of a difference.” 

Other clothing and shoe 
store owners suggested that 
whatever benefit is gained 
will be offset by soaring 
overhead costs and 
manufacturing prices. 

“It doesn’t do too much for 
the shoe buyer,” said Norman 
Bentley, of Foot Prince Shoes 
on Douglas. “The situation 
might help for the moment but 
it won’t remain.” 

Finance Minister John 
Turner said the reductions — 
also proposed for buses, other 
municipal transit equipment, 
aids for the handicapped and 
purchases by day-care cen¬ 
tres — would cost the 
government $422 million in 
lost revenue. 

The action, he announced, 
would affect $5 billion worth of 
family expenditures annually 
and save the consumer an 
estimated $280 million. 

But on the local scene 
bicycle retailers were the only 
merchants to predict 
favorable results. 

Brent Hart, manager of 
Russ Hay Bicycle Shop, thinks 
the move will help sales. 

“Yes, I would think it would 
boost them. But prices have 
been going up so rapidly 
(about 10 per cent in the last 
six months) that anything will 
help.” 

Turner has promised that 
the consumer affairs 
department will monitor 
clothing and footwear prices 
at the wholesale and retail 
levels to see that the benefits 
were passed on, but as one 
merchant said. “Those kinds 
of things are pretty difficult to 
investigate.” 

Lost revenue for tax con¬ 
cessions would be regained 
through stiffer taxes on other 
consumer purchases. 

People buying new 
motorcycles, for instance, 
would have to pay a special 
three-per-cent excise tax on 
machines with motors larger 
than 250 cubic centimeters. 

“And it’ll just kill us,” 
according to Les Blow, local 
motorcycle salesman. 

“First it’s a higher in¬ 
surance rate for the big bikes, 
and now this. Big bike sales 
are already down.” 

The federal government 
expects a revenue of $1.8 
million from the tax. 

The hard-line policy for big- 
car gas gulpers announced in 
the budget, which would slap a 
tax on new cars weighing 
more than 4,500 pounds, was 
criticized as ineffectual by at 
least one local car dealer. 

Doug Sim, of Cornell 
Motors, said “It doesn’t mean 
very much. The people who 
buy that type of car, Cadillacs 
and 98 Olds, well, what’s a few 
hundred dollars to them when 
they pfty between $9,000 and 
$13,000 in the first place?” 

He expects no drop in sales 
to result from the proposed 
tax which would add $20 to the 
cost of the car for every 100 
pounds over the 4,500 pound 
limit. 

Finance department 
calculators predict a Cadillac 
buyer would pay an additional 
$280 for his 5,900 pound car, a 
Lincoln Continental, weighing 
in at 5,300 pounds, would cost 
an extra $1600 and a Chrysler 
Imperial at 5,100 pounds 
would be taxed $120. 

Turner estimated revenue 
from the tax at $6 million, but 
about 85 per cent of the 
projected one million cars to 
be sold this year would be 
under the weight limit. 

Wine and spirit manufac¬ 
turers in the province were 
somewhat resigned to the 
proposed increases, scheduled 
to add $35 million to federal 
treasury. 

The excise duty on one 
gallon of liquor would jump to 
$16.24 from $14.25 and would 
raise the cost of a 25-ounce 
bottle by 24 cents. Table wine 


duty increases would mean 
6.5-cent increases at the 
consumer level. 

H. D. Ryan, national sales 
manager for Canadian Park 
and Tilford Distilleries Ltd., 
admitted the increase puts his 
firm in an awkward position. 


He said the company was 
planning to raise prices soon 
and the proposed tax will 
make it somewhat heavier for 
the consumer. 

Also of significance, es- 
cepially to tobacco users, is 
the increase of two cents on a 


pack of 20 cigarettes. Which 
would mean an additional $67 
million a year in government 
revenue. The cost of a one- 
pound tin to tobacco would 
increase by 15 cents and the 
selling price of cigars by three 
per cent.

Housing crisis 
1 drop in ocean 1 


Finance Minister John 
Turner’s budget contains little 
in the way of solutions to 
Canada’s housing crisis, 
according to housing and real 
estate interests in the Victoria 
area. 

“Just a drop in the ocean,” 
said Chris Pike, president of 
Victoria Home Builders 
Association, in describing the 
budget provisions aimed at 
housing relief. 

These include tax relief for 
people saving money to buy 
their first home, removal of 
the tax on heavy equipment 
for the construction industry 
and an end to the present 
system of allowing developers 
to write off the carrying costs 
on undeveloped land against 
other income. 

Pike said the measures are 
insignificant in relation to the 
magnitude of the housing 
problem. 

“The trouble with housing 
today is that the governments 
15 years ago didn’t plan for a 
population explosion,” he 
saltf. ,5,M They should have 
sewered great areas of this 
country in preparation for 
this, and worked out a 
realistic system of zoning.” 

Pike said under 4he present 
economic uncertainty and the 
philosophical attitude of 
B.C.’s NDP government 
toward reform, few builders 
are prepared to invest $1 
million in a major housing 
project “when the govern¬ 
ment with one sweep of the 
hand could change the entire 


situation overnight.” 

Under the budget’s tax-free 
savings plan for housing, 
taxpayers over the age of 18 
would get tax help if they 
contributed up to $1,000 a 
year, with a lifetime limit of 
$10,000, to a registered home 
ownership savings program. 

Interest earned by the plan 
would be tax exempt and the 
proceeds would not be taxed if 
used as a down payment on a 
first house or its furnishings. 

Eric Charman, past 
president of Victoria Real 
Estate Board, claimed the 
step would not help in any way 
toward greater home 
ownership. 

Savers would not be able to 
keep pace with inflation, he 
said, and all Turner had really 
done was increase the per¬ 
sonal tax exemptions for 
certain people. 

“It’s just playing around 
with statistics. The govern¬ 
ment has done nothing 
whatsoever to ameliorate the 
real housing problem of this 
country, “ft’s a disgrace.■ 

Charman said one obvious 
need is for the government to 
bring back the federal tax 
incentives under which 
depreciation costs on apart¬ 
ment buildings could be 
deduced from the other in¬ 
come of owners such as 
doctors and dentists. 

He conceded the land 
carrying costs changes could 
bring more “developable” 
land on the market. But in 
Vancouver, Larry Bourne, 


president of the Housing and 
Urban Development Cor¬ 
poration, predicted the only 
result would be to add to the 
eventual low cost. 

At present owners can 
deduct from annual income 
interest charges and property 
taxes on land held for future 
development, but Bourne said 
in future they will add the 
extra cost to the price of the 
lots, “and anyone who doesn’t 
think that is going to happen 
has got to have holes in his 
head.” 

Wayne Farmer, president of 
the Construction Association 
of B.C., said the budget 
“doesn’t do a damn thing” 
either for improving Canada’s 
housing situation or to help the 
construction industry. 

The registered savings 
program will have no im¬ 
mediate impact on the general 
housing picture, he said, and 
the removal of sales tax on 
construction equipment ap¬ 
plies only to equipment used 
in road building. '

Farmer said he wasn’t 
surprised the finance minister 
turned down proposals to 
remove the 11 per cent sales 
tax on building materials, as 
the tax realizes vast revenue 
and something has to be found 
to take its place. 

But he said if the govern¬ 
ment really wants to reduce 
the cost of housing and make 
it more readily available to 
the average Canadian, the tax 
has to be removed as soon as 
possible.

Albertans lack experience 


IF the Western Lacrosse 
Association intends expanding 
into Alberta, it had better be 
prepared to provide 100 per 
cent of the players — at least 
for the first few seasons.

“A” team, which played 
exhibition games in Calgary 
and Edmonton last weekend.

week break in the WLA 
schedule, during which time 
Team Canada will be playing 
in the world field lacrosse 
championships in Australia, is 
being looked upon as the first 
step toward WLA expansion 
into Alberta.

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Chemainus dam okayed despite protests

“In this corner of the continent, in this last frontier for fish 
and wildlife, we still have a chance to protect and enhance this 
renewable resource ... I want to emphasize that this govern¬ 
ment recognizes the importance of the resource of fish and 
wildlife in this province of British Columbia.” 

These words, from a speech made by recreation and con¬ 
servation minister Jack Radford to the 18th annual B.C. Wildlife 
Federation convention in Nanaimo at the weekend, seem rather 
ironic when placed beside the background of an emergency 
resolution passed unanimously by delegates later the same day. 

The Victoria Fish and Game Protective Association 
resolution opposed a recent committee decision bv four cabinet 
ministers to allow the North Cowichan municipality to proceed 
with plans to construct a dam on the Chemainus River. Ap¬ 
proval was granted by these four unidentified gentlemen over 
the protests of the fish and wildlife branch, federal fisheries and 
the water rights branch. 

Although the NDP government has made tremendous steps 
toward correcting many of our environmental ills during its 
relatively short time in office, this type of edict is reminiscent of 
the high-handed tactics of our previous administration. 


In a letter written to BCWF president Ed Mankelow, Vic¬ 
toria Fish and Game director Bill James concisely sketched the 
moves behind the decision. 

“The water rights branch, on the basis of their in¬ 
vestigations, thought the Chemainus River dam a poor 
economic choice for improvement of the water system and 
asked North Cowichan council for a cost comparison with 
alternative sources of supply. North Cowichan council refused 
to supply this information and appealed to the cabinet, which 
has approved the proposal.” 

A fish and wilflife branch report, completed June 23, 1973, 
lists six specific reasons why the dam would be harmful: 

• “the Chemainus summer steelhead race would be 
eliminated. 

• “the capacity of the watershed to support wintering big 
game populations would be reduced. 

• “extensive, potentially highly-productive habitat would 
be lost to steelhead production. 

• “public access restrictions may be imposed, thus cur¬ 
tailing all recreational use of the valley and precluding con¬ 
tinuance of an important wildlife experience. 


• “adequate consideration has yet to be given alternatives 
which would have less environmental impact. 

—“acceptable mitigation measures have not been devised.” 

In addition, the dam would hamper spawning of winter 
steelhead. 

Federal fisheries has agreed to bypass some falls in the 
Copper Canyon area of the river which form a barrier to 
potentially good salmon-rearing areas further upstream. With 
this end in mind, 150,000 coho fry were planted above the falls 
last year. A dam would kill this project. 

Trout, too, would doubtless take a beating while water was 
building up in the impoundment. 

Several alternatives, such as raising the height of the 
present dam on Banon Creek or developing ground-water wells 
like the ones now supplying the city of Duncan, should have been 
considered prior to planning a dam on the Chemainus. 

The letter from the water rights branch to the municipality 
turning down their application for a licence on Aug. 24, 1973 
states that “insufficient studies have been carried out to date 
evaluating possible alternative sources which would have less 
damaging environmental effects in the area.” 

Further along, the letter states: 

“Our review, based on data presented in various con¬ 


sultants’ reports, a field trip to the area, and information 
received on the performance of wells supplying the City of 
Duncan, leaves us unconvinced that the Chemainus River at this 
time represents the optimum water source for the North 
Cowichan District.” 

Water rights also points out that “development of ground- 
water wells to supply the South End region and additional 
storage for the North End would be considerally less expensive 
in terms of both capital expenditures and initial costs to the 
district over the next 25 years; and that the unit cost of sup¬ 
plying water from the Chemainus development as proposed, 
may be excessively high, particularly during the initial years of 
operation owing to the heavy capital investment involved.” 

With these things to consider, why did four cabinet 
ministers reach a decision contrary to the advise of experts in 
two provincial and one federal department? 

Meanwhile, the B.C. Wildlife Federation is refusing to 
accept the decision and demands that the full cabinet review the 
whole situation “and order a full and proper public hearing, 
giving proper notice to the general public and to interested 
conservation groups.” 

The Victoria group is taking the position that “it is a 
straight sellout to real estate interests.”

Will the Compound Interest Feature be affected by 
these changes?

Snowbirds to open day 


The Victoria Day 
celebrations this year will 
start off with a flypast of the 
armed forces’ Snowbirds. 

The team of nine Tutor jet 
trainers from CFB Moose 
Jaw, Sask. will fly over the 
city in a salute at 6 p.m. 
Friday, May 17. 

The Snowbirds will also play 
a major role in Armed Forces 
Day activities the next day. 

They’ll put on a 27-minute 
demonstration of precision 
flying at 11 a.m., off Beacon 
Hill Park. 

For the most part, the 
demonstration features seven- 
craft formations alternating 
with two solo aircraft. At 
times, however, they fly in 
tight nine-craft formation. 

The Tutor jets fly at about 
450 miles an hour during their 
demonstration, although they 
sometimes slow down to 115 
miles an hour. 

Team leader this year is 
Major George Miller, 38, of 


Ottawa. Pilots are chosen by 
competition each year at 
Moose Jaw with four new 
pilots joining the team each 
year on a rotation basis.

Rhyme slang 
of Cockney 
kept alive 




LONDON — There’s trouble 
and strife in store for Lon¬ 
don’s colorful Cockneys and if 
Adam Joseph doesn't come 
up with a solution, they'll soon 
vanish. 

Joseph, 44, was bom in the 
heart of Petticoat Lane to an 
extremely poor family of 
street traders. He grew up in a 
world of taxi drivers, cat 
burglars and petty thieves, 
became a journalist and now 
is a lecturer. 

“We lived in every single 
block of buildings around the 
East End,” Joseph recalled. 
"I grew up knowing only a 
slang language, the rhyming 
slang. My father would say to 
me, bring me a draper — 
that’s a newspaper — and my 
mother would add, bring back 
a pair of Jack the Rippers — 
that means kippers. 

“That was the only 
language I really knew and 
when I left school at 14 that 
was how I was speaking. What 
surprised me was that, just a 
few miles away, nobody else 
knew it.” 

As he moved from the East 
End of London, Joseph 
realized others not only failed 
to understand the Cockney 
language and heritage, they 
didn’t care. 

Joseph believes the real 
problem for the Cockneys, the 
sons and daughters of poor 
Jewish, Irish and East 
European immigrants who 
poured into London’s East 
End for centuries, began 90 
years ago when a massive 
redevelopment and railway 
building program began in the 
area. 

“There was a tremendous 
upheaval and the people who 
lived there, the working 
people, were looked on by the 
upper classes as cheaper than 
dirt. If you were poor, you 
were worse than a criminal ”. 

This led to the rhyming 
slang and the Pearly Kings.

According to Joseph, the 
rhyming slang began “to 
make a bit of fun out of their 
very heavy situation and to 
kind of hit back at the 
authorities above who were 
speaking a kind of fancy 
language.” 

At the same time, the 
strongest and ablest residents 
began to adorn their clothes 
with pearl buttons in an at¬ 
tempt to strike back at the 
drab times. They eventually 
came to be looked on as 
protectors of the neigh¬ 
borhood and were called 
Pearly Kings. 

“Everyone was a victim in 
those days,” Joseph says, 
“and if you were a little guy as 
well, then you were in trouble. 
So you looked to this big guy 
with the fancy buttons almost 
as a protector and he became 
the Peany King of the neigh¬ 
borhood.” 

In their heyday there were 
more than 600 Pearly Kings. 
Now they are almost none. 

The Second World War 
hastened the demise of the 
Cockney culture. The East 
End was heavily bombed and 
the residents dispersed to the 
suburbs, often with disastrous 
results. They simply could not 
understand the middle class 
culture into which they were 
thrust. 

After the war many tried to 
return, but by then property 
developers had moved in and 
the old haunts were gone. 

Joseph realizes the old East 
End can never be brought 
back, but he’s trying to 
preserve as much of the 
Cockney heritage as he can. 
For a while he ran a Cockney 
museum which had to close 
down for lack of money. He 
still has a massive collection 
of artifacts, including 60 
Pearly suits. 

And he would like to see at 
least an hour a week devoted 
to teaching the Cockney 
heritage in the schools. 

“I know they’d complain 
about the bastardization of the 
language,” Joseph admits, 
“but what most people don’t 
know is that Cockney is a 
vibrant, living language and 
people speak it anyway. 

“For example, when a 
cabinet minister says, let’s 
get down to brass tacks, he 
doesn’t know it but he’s using 
rhyming slang. Brass tacks is 
Cockney for facts.”

'Person-first' policy pledged 

New deal for elderly 


The B.C. government is 
developing policy on meeting 
the needs of the province’s 
elderly citizens, but it wants to 
co-ordinate those policies with 
their actual needs and 
problems. 

This, said B.C. Human 
Resources Minister Norman 
Levi, was the reason for the 
2nd Minister’s Conference on 
the Needs of Senior Citizens in 
B.C., which he opened 
Tuesday for its two-day 
session in The Empress. 

Delegates attended from all 
parts of the Mainland, Van¬ 
couver Island and the Queen 
Charlottes. Included were 
some senior citizens them¬ 
selves, but most were people 
who work with the seniors. 

Said conference chairman, 
Mrs. Isabel Kimmitt of 
Vancouver: 

“The senior citizens are 
here to ensure that the 
thinking of the conference is 
from their point of view, and 
not just what the rest of us 
think that view might be.” 

Levi told the meeting the 
province hoped to encourage 
more home-making and day¬ 
care work, and less in¬ 
stitutional care of the elderly. 

Where there were in¬ 
stitutions, it was hoped to 


make them more complete; to 
eliminate the need for a move 
to another institution when a 
different type of care becomes 
necessary. 

“In this way,” he said, 
“these senior citizens would 
not have to be taken away 
from friends, nor from a staff 
they have come to know.” 

The emphasis, he said, 
should be placed on people, 
not institutions. 

Activity centres and 
transportation were other 
phases of concern to the 
government, Levi said. There 
were already a good number 
of activity centres in the

Inclusion of the utilization 
factor means the medical 
profession would be sharing 
responsibility for trying to 
control utilization of medical 
services, said Hill. 

The costs of providing some 


services, such as laboratory 
work, have been spiralling 
and the government has been 
seeking some way of con¬ 
trolling the use of such ser¬ 
vices. 

Hill said there has been 
some opposition within the 
profession to the proposal, 
with some doctors concerned 
that utilization may increase 
because of factors over which 
doctors have no controls.

Koyl is national president of 
the Navy League of Canada, 
an organization with 200 
branches totalling 23,000 
members, as well as 18,000 
young people in its youth 
programs. 

“Politicians listen to 
numbers,” Koyl said. “The 
more votes that talk, the more 
they listen.” 

He urged RUSI members to 
“talk with one voice" in 
pressuring the government 
for a shipbuilding program to 
meet the country’s needs. 

The local RUSI branch is 
one of 19 across Canada that 
belong to the Federation of 
Military and United Services 


Institutes, formed in Winnipeg 
in November, 1973. 

Koyl said he supported 
Capt. Ed Lee, commanding 
officer of Victoria’s naval 
reserve division HMCS 
Malahat, when he urged small 
auxiliary vessels be provided 
so that reserve divisions can 
receive "meaningful training 
to fit them for inshore patrol 
duties.” 

“The Navy League is 
greatly concerned by the 
laying-off of the four 
destroyer-escorts and the 
submarine HMCS Rainbow,” 
Koyl said, “This is in¬ 
compatible with government 
policy to extend jurisdiction to 
the continental shelf or 200 
miles.”

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Newsprint deal juggled 


Ocean Falls Corporation is 
renegotiating its contract with 
Gottesman-Central National 
Organization of New York for 
sale of B.C. newsprint. 

Resources Minister Bob 
Williams told the legislature 
this week he would not table 
the existing contract between 
Gottesman and the govern¬ 
ment-owned corporation but 
he would disclose that the 


agreement is being re¬ 
negotiated. 

He added that the price for 
newsprint included in the 
contract is "consistently 
higher” than prices received 
for newsprint on the coast 

Williams was answering a 
question from Liberal leader 
David Anderson who has 
repeatedly asked the minister 


to table the sale agreement 
signed Jan. 1 with the New 
York firm. 

With a world shortage of 
newsprint and rumors that the 
contract with Gottesman sets 
a fixed price for all Ocean 
Falls newsprint, there has 
been speculation the B.C. 
corporation is losing out on 
huge amounts of profit. 


Debate cuts irk 


Possible time limitations on 
legislative debates will be 
studied by an all-party 
committee of the B.C. 
legislature. 

The committee also will 
look into the possibility of 
screening private members’ 
bills before they are in¬ 
troduced on the floor of the 
house. 

The controversial govern¬ 
ment motion, approved by the 


School budgets 

to include 
major repairs 


Additional budget 
allowances totalling as much 
as $7 million will be granted 
B.C. school districts next year 
for renovating older school 
buildings. 

School boards will be 
allowed to include in their 
annual budgets an ex¬ 
penditure of one per cent of 
the total value of their 
buildings and this expenditure 
will be automatically ap¬ 
proved by the government. 

The new policy was an¬ 
nounced by Education 
Minister Eileen Dailly in 
Penticton this week in an 
.address to the B.C. School 
Trustees Association annual 
meeting. 

Under the existing system, 
school board budgets must 
include detailed expenditures 
for all renovations and minor 
reconstruction in its capital 
plan and these must be ap¬ 
proved by the government. 

The new policy will mean, 
said Dailly, that, in future, 
boards can plan their con¬ 
struction on a yearly basis 
"and thus utilize full-time 
maintenance workmen or else 
contract the work out." 

A department spokesman in 
Victoria said one per cent of 
the value of school buildings in 
B.C. would amount to $6 or $7 
million on the basis of 1972 


capital construction figures 
but the amount will rise each 
year. 

The extra money will be 
part of regular school board 
budgets and included in the 
capital section, financed 
jointly through provincial and 
local taxes. 

Dailly also announced a 
grant equivalent to Vi per cent 
of the value of all school 
buildings to school boards who 
co-operate with the Insurance 
Corporation of B.C. in taking 
steps to reduce fire risk in its 
schools. 

These additional grants will 
be made available to school 
districts where ICBC has 
made recommendations for 
structural changes to schools. 

The education department 
is organizing a full-fledged 
research and development 
section, the minister also told 
the school trustees, as part of 
a general enlarging of the 
department. 

"The whole purpose of 
establishing this division is 
not only to assist in research 
but also to have increased 
personnel in the department 
who will be able to move out 
into the field to discuss with 
school trustees, teachers and 
other citizens, the new 
directions for education,” she 
said.

European experience criterion 

Steel mill value weighed 


A special government 
consultant will meet steel 
producers in Europe this 
month to discuss the 
feasibility of building a steel 
mill in B.C. 

Economic Development 
Minister Gary Lauk made the 
announcement in the house as 
he emphatically denied 
rumors the government has 
already chosen the NKK 
Corporation of Japan to build 
the steel plant 

Lauk said Clifford Sawyer, 
special consultant to his 
department, is meeting with 
steel producers in Austria, 
Germrny and Britain. 


Lauk also denounced Pat 
McGeer (L—Vancouver-Point 
Grey) for his attack on the 
recent B.C. tour of Japan. 

“I cannot describe in any 
other way that mindless, 
libelous attack on Japanese 
corporations as nothing more 
than the most shameful 
performance since I’ve been a 
member of this house,” he 
said. 

McGeer accused Lauk and 
Premier Barrett of lack of 
judgment and naivete in their 
dealings with the large 
trading corporations of Japan. 

The seven large cor¬ 
porations which met with the 


B.C. delegation and en¬ 
tertained them on various 
occasions are not highly 
respected in Japan, said 
McGeer. 

The corporations have 
admitted publicly in Japan 
that they were guilty of tax 
evasion, price fixing, land 
speculation and controlling 
the market, said McGeer. 

The anti social and anti¬ 
democratic actions of these 
firms should be an em¬ 
barrassment to any govern¬ 
ment dealing with them, he 
said, adding that the B.C. 
government appears to have a 
different set of standards 


outside the province. 

Meetings in Japan should 
have been conducted on a 
careful protocol basis, said 
McGeer, and the B.C. 
delegation should not have 
gone against the advice of the 
Canadian embassy which 
warned against meeting with 
the corporations and ac¬ 
cepting free entertainment 
from them. 

Lauk denied the delegation 
had gone against the advice of 
the Canadian embassy and 
said disagreements with the 
embassy were simply over 
"technicalities.” 


To refuse an invitation from 
a corporation would be con¬ 
sidered bad manners, he said, 
adding that MLAs often attend 
functions "in The Empress” 
put on by B.C. corporations. 


legislature after lengthy 
debate Monday night, was 
placed before MLAs by 
Provincial Secretary Ernie 
Hall. It was passed by a 31-13 
vote with all three opposition 
parties voting against. 

Opposition MLAs voiced 
fears that the outcome of the 
study might be tantamount to 
"muzzling” debate in the 
house. They accused the 
government of trying to limit 
the length of debate because it 
had lost control of the 
proceedings in the house. 

Socred MLA Ed Smith 
(North Peace River) said any 
attempt to limit debate would 
interfere with "the fun¬ 
damental rights of the in¬ 
dividual MLA.” 

Liberal Leader David 
Anderson told the legislature 
any fundamental changes in 
the rules concerning debate 
would "destroy or weaken the 
opposition’s role as a watch¬ 
dog of government spend¬ 
ing.” 

The government, Anderson 
said, was assuming more and 
more power. This, in turn, 
required more and more 
debate, not less. 

Tory Leader Scott Wallace 
was originally in favor of 
having an all-party committee 
discuss the possible 
limitations of debates, but he 
voted against the motion when 
the government insisted that 
the committee report back by 
the end of this session. 

Wallace said the committee 
would need more time to look 
into such important and 
fundamental changes.

Chamber head critical of budget 

Won't help inflation 


The federal government’s 
proposed budget will “keep 
the inflation ball rolling," 
Victoria Chamber of Com¬ 
merce president Ken Murphy 
predicted. 

The budget may have been 
all right in “ordinary times,” 
Murphy said, “but I don’t 
think it will combat inflation.’’ 

"Turner (Finance Minister 
John Turner) mentioned that 
house prices were being 
boosted because people were 
buying houses as a hedge 
against inflation. 

“The budget makes 
provisions for young people to 
buy homes more easily, but it 
says it will take them 10 years 
to be able to buy them. 

“But people are buying 
houses now, people with the 
money, and forcing the prices 
up, making it more expensive 
for people to buy them in 10 
years. 

“Buying houses now makes 
a bigger demand on the 
money market, forces interest 
rates up and just keeps the 
inflation ball rolling.” 

The lifting of federal taxes 
on clothing and shoes will 
probably not make much 
difference to the consumer, 
Murphy said. 

“It’s common that tax in¬ 
creases are passed on to the 
consumer and deductions are 
absorbed on the retail and 
wholesale level. 

“I think what we really need 


are less controls and a general 
reduction in taxes. 

“When the average wage 
earner is paying about 40 per 
cent of his wage in taxes both 
federal and provincial, it’s too 
much of a heavy burden. 

“*I know general tax 
reductions are easier said 
than done, but the government 
doesn’t even seem to be 
trying.” 

In Vancouver, Board of 
Trade vice-president D. G. 
McGill said the budget does 
not solve the serious problems 
facing Candians. 

McGill said the board was 
“particularly disappointed 
that there is no real incentive 
to increase the supply of 
much-needed housing, that 
there is no reduction in tax on 
building supplies.” 

MacMillan Bloedel 
president George Currie said 
he regretted that the budget 
“is again inflationary with the 
government substantially 
increasing expenditure while 
budgeting for another dificit.”

About 1,000 unemployment 
insurance recipients in the 
Lower Mainland are going to 
be asked why they didn’t pick 
up their cheques during the 
postal strike.

The issue was raised in the

Hamilton West) who said 
perhaps some of the recipients 
were either out of the country 
or had jobs and couldn't make 
it to the UIC offices to collect 
their cheques.

"Motor vehicle" means a vehicle that is designed to beself propelled 
"Person" includes any corporation, partnership or party

ot Regional Parks shall be the responsibility ol the Director of 
Engineering of the Capital Regional District or such other person as 
may, from time to time, be charged with the responsibility by the 
Capital Regional Board 

3 No unauthorized person within the confines of a Regional Park or 
Regional Trail shall 

(a) carry on any activity that will restrict, prevent or inhibit the 
public use and enjoyment thereof as a Regional Park or Regional 
Trail. 

(b) construct, install, erector place any structure, or shelter or carry 
out any improvement or work ot any nature. 

(c) permit any animal or fowl to run et large or feed. 

(d> cut. break, injure, deface, remove or in any way damage or 
destroy any tree, shrub, plant, turl. soil or rock, or any structure in 
eluding any seat or sign, or in any way foul or pollute any lake, 
stream, pool or pond. 

(e) transporter deposit any rubbish, waste paper, litter, cans, bottles 
or broken glass or any other substance except info the receptacles 
provided for this purpose. 

(I) sell or display tor sale any refreshments or any articles or things 
or conduct any business. 

g) carry or discharge any firearms or dangerous weapons of any 
description in violation of British Columbia Regulation 232 73. 

(h) explode any combustible or other explosive material, make open 
fires except in designated areas during specified periods of time, or 
throw or place upon the ground any lighted match.’cigar. cigarette or 
other burning substance.

“We’ve been primarily 
concerned up until this time 
with helping campuses get 
organized," said Warsh.

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EX-LIQUOR CZAR 

McGugan rites held 


A funeral service was held. 
Wednesday for Col. Donald 
McGugan, B.C.’s liquor czar 
from 1951 to 1968, who died 
here Saturday at the age of 85. 

The service was held at St. 
Andrews Presbyterian 
Church, followed by 
cremation. 

Among the honorary 
pallbearers were Lt.-Gov. 
Walter Owen, William Bruce, 
general manager of the 
Liquor Board, and many 
prominent Masons. McGugan 
was a 33rd degree Mason. 

The Liquor Control Board 
chairman, who retired 
reluctantly in 1968, was known 
for his iron-fisted ways of 
dealing with municipal 
councils, cabaret owners and 
LCB customers in general. 

Yet even his critics ad¬ 
mitted that during McGugan's 
reign over the liquor board a 
marked liberalizing of the 
province’s liquor laws took 
place. 

McGugan was a constant 
target of criticism, yet he 
never bent and was always 
reluctant to justify LCB policy 
or increased liquor prices. 

Born in Strathroy, Ont., he 
graduated from the 
University of Toronto in 1911 
and went overseas in 1914 as a 


private with the Seaforth 
Highlanders of Canada. 


He never married and lived 
at the Union Club.
